ADELPHI.—A Domestic Drama, in three acts, said to be founded 
on fact, and entitled Agnes St. Aubin ; or, the Two Husbands, 
was produced with complete success last night st this Theatre, The 
scene is laid in France ; the first act introduces Agnes (Mrs.Yates,) 
as the happy and beloved wife of the wealthy St. Aubin, (Mr. 
Lyon,) whose felicity, however, is soon marred by the return of 
her former husband, Doligny, (O. Smith,) whose death she sup- 
posed had occurred soon after he had escaped from the country to 
avoid detection as an assassin, In the second act, Darcourt, (Mr. 
Yates,) who acts ss the legal friend of Agnes, bribas Doligay to 
leave France, under thrests of denouncing him as an assassin. 
On the completion of this arrangement, Agnes enters the bureau 
of Darcourt to learn her fate, when St. Aubio is announced, and 
his wife concealing herself behind a s-reen, overhears him giving 
directions to the attorney to draw Up a divorcee, on account of bis 
wife’s supposed infidelity, which be suspects from her frequent ab- 
sence from bome, and the discovery of letters appointing meetings 
with some unknown person. She, uttering a cry, swoons, and St. 
Aubiz, supposing the lady to be a chere amé of theattoraey, retires 
to ap sdjoining room, and Darcourt, afier ber restoration, is con- 
ducting her tothe door, when Madame Darcourt (Mrs. Keeley, ) 
enters, and, in a fit of jealousy, denounces the interview to St. Au- 
bin, wbo rushes out to challepgeDarcourt for his supposed betrayal 
of him. The third act introduces a very effective scene ut a gam- 
bling House in the Palais Royale, whither Doligny has repaired, 
and where maddened by bis losses, he stabs tbe winner of bis gold, 
but contsives to effect his escape to the house of bis wife Agnes, 
when he is shot by St. Aubin, who mistakes him for Darcourt, the 
attorney. The mystery is then solved, end the curtain fallson the 
confirmed happiness of St. Aubio and Agnes. The inimitable act- 
ing of Wright as the Hon. Thomas Tomkins, whose perpetual 
pirouettings are not even stopped by his spouse’s infidelity, afforded 
a pleasant relief to the more serious portions of the Drama. The 
highly flattering welcome received by O. Smith on bis return to 
the Adelphi, wes fully justified by his admirable performance of a 
difficult part. Mrs. Yates, Mrs. Keeley, Yates, and Lyon, each 
evineed the telent they possess in this peculiar walk of the Drama, 
and this piece may be characterised as one of the most successful 
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that the Adelphi stage has produced. It was given out by Yates 
witbout a dissentient voice, 

After the second piece, The Old Curtosity Shop, a gentleman, 
in the stsge private-box, who had iodulged io “ potations pottle 
deep,” so grossly committed himself es to present the pit audience 
with bis superfluity of wine. His expulsion was then insisted upon 
by the sudience, and Yates having come forward, and in vain, re- 
quested him to retire, he ordered two servents to bring a ladder 
on to the stsge and fetch him out. The ladder was raised, but, in 
obedience to the wish of the audience, that method of ejection was 
dispensed witb, and the gentleman wassuffered to continue a barm=- ; 
less =—" for the remainder of the evening.—The bouse was 
crowded.
